SO. 780(E).—Whereas certain proposals to fix the minimum rates of wages pay; ble to the categories of employees employed in dolo¬ 
mite mines were published as required by Clause (b) of sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) at page 
<614 of the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-secticn (ii), dated 16th April, 1980 under the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Labour number S.0.259(E) dated the 16th April, 1980 for information of, and inviting objections and su¬ 
ggestions from, all persons likely to be affected thereby, till the expiry of the period of two months from the date of publication of the said 
notification in the Official Gazette; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made avail; ble to the public on the 16th April, 1980; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received on the said proposals have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section (1) of Section 3, read with clause (iii) of sub-section 
(1) of Section 4 and sub-section (2) of section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948), the Central Government, the Central Go¬ 
vernment, after consulting the Advisory Board fixes the minimum rates of wages as specified in column (2) of the Schedule annexed hereto 
payable to the categories of employees employed in employments in dolomite mines as specified in the corresponding entries in column (1) 
of the said Schedule and directs that this notification shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette.

Explanations : 

1. The minimum rates of wages fixed by this notification are all-inclusive rates including the basic rate, the cost of living allowance 
and t he cash value of concessional supply, if any, of essential commodities and also include the wages payable for the weekly dav of rest. 

2. The minimum rates of wages aro applicable to employees employed by contractors also. 

3. Where the prevailing rates of wages based on contract or agreement or otherwise arc higher than the notified rates under the Act 
the higher rates would be protected and treated as minimum rates of wages for the purpose of this notification. 

4. For the purpose of this notification :— 

(a) “Unskilled work" is one which involves simple operations requiring little or no skill or experience on the job. 

(b) “Semi-skilled work" is one which involves some degree of skill or competence acquired through experience on the job and which 
is capable of being performed under the supervision or guidance of a skilled employee and includes unskilled supervisory work; 

(c) “Skilled work’’ is one which involves skill or competence acquired through experience on the job or through training as appren¬ 
tice or in a technical or vocational institute and the performance of which calls for initiative and judgement. 

5. The minimum rates of wages for disabled persons and for persons below eighteen years of age shall be seventy per cent and eighty 
per cent respectively of the rates payable to adult workers of the appropriate category.
